Compiled  in  the  Divisions  of  Game  Management  and  Migratory  Waterfowl 

Wildlife  refuges  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  1935  numbered  106.  All  species  of  wild  animals  and 
birds  are  protected  on  those  areas,  although  6  are.  maintained  primarily  as  big- 
game  preserves.   Included  among  the  bird  refuges  are  those  for  migratory  birds 
established  under  the  Migratory  Bird  Conservation  Act  of  February  18,  1929 ■ (45 
Stat.  1222;  U.  S.  Code,  Supp.,  Title  16,. sec.  715),  which  provides  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  lands  suitable  as  feeding,  resting,  and  breeding  grounds  for  the 
various  species.  There  are  also  represented  the  beginnings  of  the  migratory- 
waterfowl  refuges  being  established  with  emergency  funds  under  the  migratory- 
waterfowl  restoration  program  inaugurated  in  1934.   This  list  does  not  include 
migratory-waterfowl  refuges  in  process  of  establishment  but  not-  yet  under  ad- 
ministration by  the  Bureau. 

The  big-game  preserves,  maintained  principally  for  the  perpetuation  of 
buffalo,  oik,  deer,  mountain  sheep,  and.  antelope,  are  as  follows:

Wind  Cave  Game  Preserve,  South  Dakota,  maintained  by  the  Biological  Survey  since 
1912,  was  abolished  and  the  area  and  the  buffalo  and  other  big-game  animals 
thereon  were  transferred,  effective  July  1,  1935,  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  to  be  administered  in  connection  with  the  Wind  Cave  National  Park,  by 
Act  cf  Congress  of  Juno  15,  1935  (Public  Law  No.  148 — 74th  Congress).   Tortugas 
Keys  Bird  Refuge,  Florida,  established  on  recommendation  of  the  Biological  Sur- 
vey in  1908,  on  which  is  located  Fort  Jefferson,  was  transferred  by  Executive 
order  of  January  4,  1935,  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  under  which  it  will 
be  administered  as  a  national  monument  and  continue  to  serve  as  a  nesting  ground 
for  sooty  and  noddy  terns,  which  nest  nowhere  else  in  continental  United  States. 

Wildlife  and  Federal  property  on  these  refuges  and  preserves  are  pro- 
tected by  Federal  law.  The  regulations  thereunder  are  administered  by  the  Bio- 
logical Survey.   Copies  of  the  regulations  can  be  liad  from  the  Bureau  at  Wash- 
ington, or  from  the  local  representative  in  charge.
